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Claim Objections 

4. Claim 4 is objected to under 37 CFR 1 .75(c) as being in improper form because a 
multiple dependent claim contains unacceptable wording. An example of proper wording as 
follows: A method as in any one of claims 1, 2, or 3. See MPEP § 608.01(n). Accordingly, the 
claim has not been further treated on the merits. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

5. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

6. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being incomplete for 
omitting essential steps, such omission amounting to a gap between the steps. See MPEP 
§2172.01. A method claim requires a series of steps for performing the claimed method. Claim 
1 , lacks a series of steps as required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

7. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of appUcation for patent in the United States. 

8. Claims 1-3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Bailey 
(5,705,747). 
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Re to claim 1, Bailey discloses in figs; 2 and 3a processor (52), and a bar-graph 
display (56) (col 3, lines 45-50). As depicted in fig. 3, Bailey discloses a bar-graph is 
digital. 

Re to claim 2, Bailey discloses the system is powered by an alternating current 
source and is coupled to power supply (210)(col. 6, lines 66-67, col. 6,lines 1-3) which is 
equivalent to wherein the system is powered from a 9 volt battery or powered from a 
standard power source . 

Re to claim 3, Bailey discloses that the display (56) provides a graphical bar-chart 
to display the level of liquid, although other graphical display formats can be employed 
(col. 3, lines 48-50). As depicted in fig. 4, Bailey discloses a numeric display (84), which 
displays the level of fluid in inches, which is equivalent to displaying in whatever units 
are appropriate as claimed.
